Careful planning needed 
for Recreation Grant 


Mayor Plain informed the 
rest of council during the 
meeting on Monday night 
that in order to capitalize on 
the $200 million Provincial 
Grants for recreation, St.

White Elephant 


Toward the end of this 
year, the Post Office will 
switch over to new super- 
modern mail-handling equi- 
pment in its key Toronto 
facilities. 

Clive Baxter, The Finan- 
cial Post's Ottawa Editor, 
reports that Canadians may 
find mail service may not be 
as superior as anticipated 
despite the millions of dollars 
spent on the system. One 
federal Postal official says, 
“If things go on the way they 
are right now we will have 
the third best postal service 
in the world, with only Japan 
and Belgium a little better. 
But by the end of the first 
week we could be no better 
than Italy where tourists are 
being asked to carry mail 
across the border into France 
or Switzerland to get it 
moving.” 

The hard fact is that Cana- 
dians aren't taking the postal 
coding seriously enough. 
With this the case, the vastly 
expensive new service will 
not work and neither will the 
old manual service. 

So far, the failure in 
smaller points like Ottawa, 
Winnipeg, Calgary and Van- 
couver has been frustrating 
but not a disaster. The mail 
service struggles through by 
hand-sorting. With Toronto 
being the heart of the entire 
national service, either the 
modern system must work or 
the collapse will be fast and 
severe. Every day, 25% of 
the total Canadian post is 
mailed in Toronto and 25% is 
delivered to points inside its 
area. 

**We know that 23% of the 
post handled won't be 
coded,** says Jerry Fultz, 
director of the coding and 
mechanization. **A lot of that

is mail going abroad or it is of 


a size and shape that won't 
work through the new 
system. We have made plans 
to handle physically some 
23% of the total.” 

Mr. Fultz reports that the 
use of the new codes is 
spreading too slowly and at 
the present rate it should 
cover 60% of the mail by the 
end of the year meaning that 
40% will not be coded. With 


a built in capability for 


handling 23% there will be 
chaos within a few days. 
‘*We could have the biggest 
white elephan? in the world!’ 
he says. 

Fultz knows what he is 
talking about. He is the man 
who has had the responsi- 
bility for the overall new 
postal service and he hopes 
to shock into changing its 
postal habits to fit the new 
system. So far, convincing 
the public to learn and use 
the new codes has only been 
desirable. With the begin- 
ning of the Toronto operation 
it becomes vital.

1. Intra-uterine devices 
(coils, loops) are, at least 
sometimes, abortion-causing 
The GYNE-T copper device 
is described in the literature, 
that its makers put out, as 
working ("present evidence 
suggests’) as an ‘‘interfer- 
ence with the process of 
nidation’’ (the nestling of the 
newly-conceived human be- 
ing in the wall of the womb). 

2. *‘Contraception’’ by pi- 
‘after the fact’ (now 
called interception) is, ob- 
viously, abortion. 

3. Regarding oral ‘‘con- 
traceptives’’ (the various 
types of the PILL) - they also 
are possibly abortifacient 
(producers of abortion). In 
the *‘Family Planning Hand- 
book for Doctors’’ by the 
International Planned Par- 
enthood Federation, 1974 
Edition, p.p. 43-44 it is 
stated that one of the ways 
the pill works is by rendering 
the lining of the womb 
hostile or unfavourable to the 
implantation (settling or ne- 
stling of the pregnancy in the 
wall of the womb) of the 
fertilized ovum (a new 
person). 

It has been determined 
that ovulation may still occur 
in a woman taking the pill 
(Cf. Peel and Potts in their 
**Textbook of Contraceptive 
Practice,’’ p. 99) and that 
sperm may still pass through 
the mucus in the neck of the 
woman's womb.

4. Therefore, when a wo- 
man takes the pill:- 

(a) ovulation 
still occurs 

(b) sperm may still pass 
through the mucus barrier in 
the neck of the woman's 
womb at intercourse 

and 

(ec) the lining of the womb 
is made hostile or unfavor- 
able or unsuitable for im- 
plantation of the new being

When contraception occ- 
urs because of (a) and (b) 
above but pregnancy is not 
sustained it is because of (c). 
In such cases the pill has 
acted as an abortion-causing 
drug.

Mrs. Hay also complained 
about people having to pay 
accrued interest on their tax 
shortfalls. She thought that 
this was not fair. 

She said that if 200 people 
phoned up CMHC ‘We'd be 
able to change the system - 
everyone would have a 
choice and make up the 
shortfail year to year.”’ 

Mr. Larocque said that at 
the time Mr. and Mrs. Hay 
had found out about their 
shortfall he had sent them a 
letter, talked io Mrs. Hay 
and tried to co-operate, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hay were given the 
option to: 

*make a principal payment 
on their shortfall of $327.16

Mr. Larocque pointed out 
that taxes in St. Albert had 
been escalating at a high rate 
and that ‘‘it had been hard to 
keep up.”’ In any event with 
the streamlined operation 
coming into being, no one in 
St. Albert or Edmonton who 
has a mortgage policy with 
CMHC will be able to 
complain they are not being 
informed regularly on the 
state of their policy. They 
would automatically have the 
chance to pay off any 
shortfalls immediately or on 
a short term rather than 
letting them accrue over a 
longer period at interest. 

The mortgaging branch of 
one Edmonton real estate 
company said Monday that 
**you would never find any 
company who will refuse to 
discuss your account.’’ He 
also pointed out that there 
were other companies who 
were too small - so that 
payments were handled on a 
manual basis and that many 
people were just not interes- 
ted enough to ask them how 
their mortgage account st- 
ood. 

When CMHC gets its 
accounts mailed out on a 
yearly basis, they should 
soon find that the amount of 
municipal taxes paid out and 
charged to the mortgage 
account no longer exceeds 
the total of monthly tax 
instalments as people make 
up any arrears.

Modern day hunting is 
considered as one of the 
safer forms of outdoor 
recreation. The U.S. National 
Safety Council reports a 
7.4% decrease in hunting 
accidents in the past decade. 
Life insurance companies 
classify hunting as less 
dangerous than swimming, 
fishing, and skiing, not to 
mention water skiing and 
skidooing among others. 

lam not aware of a source 
for a similar Canadian statis- 
tic, but assume that hunting 
accidents in our country are 
also declining. Reasons for 
this can be attributed to 
various factors, one of these 
must be the hunter training 
courses sponsored by most 
fish and game groups, and 
especially the same course 
provided as an option in most 
of the junior high and high 
schools. Other factors are 
more emphasis on proper 
hunting attire such as blaze 
orange, and the gradual 
switch-over by most hunters 
to telescopic sights. The 
improved sights have been 
instrumental in reducing 
accidents happening during 
the hours when visability is 
reduced by poor light. An 
improvement in general 
hunting attitudes and a 
greater awareness of the 
hunter’s responsibility in the 
field will likely continue this 
downward trend in the 
future. 

In a time when the sport of 
hunting and the use and 
ownership of firearms is 
being threatened by misin- 
formed groups, it is reas- 
suring to quote facts like 
these for the plus side of our 
ledger. 

Senator Donald Cameron 
is currently sponsoring a bill 
that outlines qualifications 
people must meet to owna

vun and which would make 
registration of all firearms 
mandatory. 

The Alberta Fish and 
Game Association president 
Mr. Bob Scammell, a Red 
Deer lawyer, says the asso- 
ciation has repeatedly asked 
for compulsory hunter train- 
ing programs. ‘But the 
provincial government has 
been dragging its feet on this 
for 10 years. If the Senate bill 
does become law, the pro- 
vince has nothing to meet the 
demand for training that 
would be created."’ 

The part of the Senate bill 
calling for mandatory fire- 
arms registrations however 
must be criticized. Former 
RCMP commissioner L. H. 
Nicholson set up the current 
registration for hand guns 
and for youths. Yet he says it 
just doesn’t do any good; and 
he should know. 

Hunters and other legiti- 
mate users of guns recognize 
something must be done. 
They favour proper qualific- 
ation and training, stiff 
penalties for who 
misuse firearms, and proper 
steps to keep away from guns 
those who should not have 
them. The venerable John 
Diefenbaker has stated that 
the current legislation is 
adequate to deal with misuse

Alberta's Minister of Ag- 
riculture, the Honourable 
Hugh Horner, has announ- 
ced major changes in the 
‘*All Risk’’ Crop Insurance 
program for 1975, which he 
expects will result in wider 
acceptance of crop insur- 
ance, and in a participation 
level well beyond the 13,858 
who were insured last year. 

Service offices are being 
established at 52 centres in 
the province, and staffed on 
a full-time basis. They will 
offer farmers a uniform, high 
standard of service from the 
point of view of information, 
sales and adjusting. Most 
offices will be located in 
municipal or county seats. 

Included in the crop 
insurance program this year 
is a special ‘‘built-in’’ 
coverage for farmers who, 
because of unfavorable wea- 
ther, are unable to complete 
either seeding or harvesting 
their crops. 

Compensation of $20 per 
acre will be paid for each 
acre of summerfallow, in

Policyholders who have 
built up a favorable loss 
experience under the pro- 
gram will now be eligible for 
increased protection. Com- 
mencing after only one 
claim-free year, coverage 
will be moved upward from

cent. This is a major step 
towards coverage based on 
the individual’s own produc- 
tion experience. 

Of special significance, 
according to Dr. Horner, is 
the fact that premiums are 
being reduced in high risk 
areas where, because of 
unfavorable loss experience, 
premiums in some cases 
have moved up beyond the 
reach of many farmers. This 
reduction will help those 
farmers whose need for 
protection is the greatest. 
Dr. Horner hopes that with 
this extra support from the 
province, the majority of 


farmers in these areas will 
come into the program. 

Additional crops now eli- 
gible for insurance are winter 
wheat, mixed grains, spring 
rye, mustard and commer- 
cially grown potatoes. High- 
er price options are also 
available this year to enable 
farmers to increase their 
level of protection to meet 
rising costs of operation. 

Dr. Horner states that a 
special effort has been put 
into the crop insurance pro- 
gram for 1975. In view of the 
many changes that have 
been made, he foresees a 
substantial increase in far- 
mer participation in the year 
ahead. 


1311/2 million paid 


to farmers 


A record 13/2 million has 
been paid to Alberta farm- 
ers in compensation under 
the All-Risk crop insurance 
program in 1974, according 
to Dr. Hugh Horner, Alberta 
Minister of Agriculture. 
This is nearly twice the 
amount paid under the 
program in 1973, considered 
a disaster year in much of 
Northern Alberta. 

Included in this figure is 
just over $2,000,000 paid 
under the hail “spot loss” 
provision of the program. 

Dr. Horner said the 
unseasonably early frost 
that struck much of central 
and northern Alberta was 
the major cause of loss. 
Scattered hail storms and 
drought, particularly in 
southeastern districts, also 
took a heavy toll. 

Over 4,000 of last year’s 
14,000 crop insurance policy- 
holders received payments 
under the program. Total 
coverage placed on grain 
crops last year amounted to 
$125,000,000, compared to 
$72,000,000 in 1973. For this 
protection farmers paid $7,- 
200,000 and the federal 
government contributed an 
equal amount toward premi- 
ums. All administrative ex- 
penses were paid by the 
provincia] government.

alternatives and the problem 
of inflation were given top 
priority. 

All spokesmen were ag- 
reed on two points: Canada 
needs a lot more rapeseed; 
but it must be top quality 
rapeseed. A recent province 
wide test on rapeseed show- 
ed that a good portion of the 


1975 rapeseed crop was over 
five per cent in erucic acid 
content. This made it diffi- 
cult to meet the federal 
government regulations wh- 
ich limit the erucic acid 
content in products for 
domestic consumption to 
under five per cent. No 
problem was experienced 
with high erucic acid content 


south of a line running from 
the mountains to Lethbridge, 
from Lethbridge to Milo and 
east to the Saskatchewan 
border.

As never before we need 
strong commodity groups, 
said Mr, Van de Walle. 

Until recently there has 
been little interest from 
importing countries in the 
erucic acid level of Canada’s 
rapeseed. Developments 
now indicate exports of 
rapeseed over five per cent 
may be curtailed as the 
production of rapeseed in 
Europe is rapidly being 
converted to ‘‘Lear’’ variet- 
ies. This rapeseed will soon 
be available on world mark- 
ets. For their own protection 
it is vital that Canadian 
rapeseed growers even those 
forced to use commercial 
seed stock, insist that erucic 
acid levels be no higher than 
three per cent. 

Later delegates approved a 
motion supporting in prin- 
ciple a check-off system on 
all rapeseed sold as the ideal 
way to finance a rapeseed 
commodity organization. Th- 
eir reasoning holds that all 
growers benefit from it, so 
they should all share the 
cost.

As the second session of 
the 30th Parliament is about 
to begin, I thought it appro- 
priate to outline some of the 
legislative progress made 
during the first session, with 
particular emphasis on bills 
passed that may be of 
interest to you or affect you 
directly. 

The government introduc- 
ed a total of 48 bills in the 
period from September 30 to 
December 20, 1974. Of this 
number, 29 are on the Order 
Paper (i.e. - they have 
received first reading in the 
House but have not: yet 
reached the second reading 
stage, at which time they will 
be debated and sent to

Committee), 4 are in Comm- 
ittee and only 15 were 
passed. 

Bills passed include:- 

An Act to Amend the War 
Veterans Allowance Act and 
the Civilian Veterans Allow- 
ance Act - This bill amends 
the War Veterans Allowance 
Act to provide for equality of 
the sexes. 

West Coast Grain Hand- 
ling Operations Act, 1974 - 
This piece of legislation was 
enacted as an emergency 
measure to force the striking 
grain handlers back to work 
in an effort to reinstate grain 
movements from the port of 
Vancouver, so that various 
international commitments 


could be met. 

Federal Business Devel- 
opment Bank Act - The Act 
replaced the Industrial De- 
velopment Bank with the 
Federal Business Develop- 
ment Bank. The new Bank is 
still authorized to provide 
financial assistance in the 
form of loans but in addition 
may provide management 
and counselling services and 
supply information with par- 
ticular regard to the needs of 
small business. 

Indian Oil and Gas Act - 
This Act gave the govern- 
ment new regulation-making 
powers concerning the ex- 
ploitation of oil and gas on 
Indian lands and the royal- 


ties exacted from same. 

The Representation Act, 
1974 - Under a specialized 
formula, this bill adds 15 
seats to the 264 seat House in 
the next election and an 
additional 30 in the first 
election after 1983. The le- 
gislation gives six provinces - 
Ontario, British Columbia, 
Quebec, Manitoba, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan - more 
seats in the next election 
while the other provinces 
remain constant. 

Canada Pension Plan Am- 
endments - Legislation was 
passed incorporating chan- 
ges in the social security 
system as agreed to by the 
federal and provincial wel- 


fare ministers. Among the 
changes included were the 
removal of sex discrimina- 
tion, the abolition of the 
earnings test for persons 
aged 65 69 and the 
exemption of persons be- 
longing to certain religious 
sects from compulsory con- 
tributions. Benefits under 
the CPP are now vested as a 
matter of right at age 65, 
instead of at age 70 as under 
the previous legislation. The 
Bill also. set the yearly 
maximum pensionable earn- 
ings (the upper limit of 
earnings on which contribu- 
tions and earnings are based) 
for years after 1975. The 
ceiling is to be $7,400 for 


Mayor Stapleton takes bull by the horns

Mayor Art Stapleton of 
Morinville took the bull by 
the horns January 30 when 
he went to the MD of 
Sturgeon to ask for its 
support in the expansion of 
Morinville. 

With him were represen- 
tatives from Qualico and 
Associated Engineers. 

Mayor Stapleton had few 
kind words for the govern- 
ment when he made his 
presentation to the MD 
saying that the filibustering 
of various departments had 
helped increase the cost of a 
proposed sewer line immen- 
sely over the original esti- 
mate. Better sewer and 
water facilities are a must if 
the town wishes to achieve 
its full development poten- 
tial. Mayor Stapleton said 
that in eight to 10 months the 
original estimate for the 
sewer line had jumped from 
$1.2 million to $2.5 million 
and was still increasing at 


two per cent per month. 

Mayor Stapleton is con- 
vinced that one way to get 
the sewer line cff the ground 
is to annex land at the north 
east end of town. This would 
mean that development 
could proceed in the spring, 
with servicing of the land by 
late 1975 or early 1976. The 
town’s tax base could then 
increase. 

Although the Local Auth- 
orities Board recently re- 
jected the town’s money 
bylaw calling for the borrow- 
ing of $2.5 million for the 
pipeline - it was felt that this 
would impose too heavy a 
burden on local tax bills - 
Mayor Stapleton still has five 
alternative ways of handling 
sewage waste. 

*There could be a two year 
release of effluent into the 
Manawan Drainage Canal 
with chlorination. 

*Continuous discharge in- 
to the canal in summer with 
aeration. 


*Enlargement of the lag- 
oon system. 

*No growth at all in the 
town. 

*Going along with the 
pipeline to St. Albert. 

Mayor Stapleton told the 
MD that no one would bene- 
fit from the fourth alterna- 
tive, there would be a loss of 
services and agriculture 
could be at a disadvantage. 
He also said that without 
more financing - which the 
town could pick up through 
annexation - the LAB had 
deemed Morinville did not 
have the fifth option. 

But the mayor’s main bone 
of contention was that he had 
yet to receive any docu- 
mentation from the Depart- 
ment of the Environment 
that Morinville would be 
allowed to do any of these 
things - except that Envir- 
onment Minister Bill Yurko 
had said that the pipeline 
would be the only way to 
handle sewage effluent.

If Qualico can go ahead 
with their proposed 636 acre 
development of Morinville’s 
north east sector, the town’s 
population will leap to nearly 
15,000 if the Forest Glenn 
Dixie development south 
east of the town is also taken 
into account. In two years 
time this would mean that 
Morinville would have to look 
to an increase in waterline 
capacity but the increase in 
the grant structure and the 
revenue from residential 
developments would handle 
that problem. 

With such a massive 
increase slated in Morin- 
ville’s population the MD of 
Sturgeon has expressed con- 
cern that drainage from new 
built up areas may add too 
much to the volume of the 
Manawan Drainage Canal 
which serves a large farming 
area. ' 

However Gary Maxwell for 
Associated Engineers said 
that Qualico must satisfy 
AE's specifications and they 
will not be allowed to dis- 
charge water into the canal at 
any rate greater than that 
recommended by the engin- 
eers. 

Mr. Maxwell went to great 
lengths to show how over- 
loading the canal would be 
avoided. 

He admitted that there 
would be more run-off if the 
land were developed and that 
there was concern about 
flooding and erosion down- 
stream. But he said that the 
capacity of the canal had 
been redesigned. MD Coun- 
cillor Lawrence Kluthe said 
that the Manawan Canal had 
been under water for six 
weeks over a recent period 
and wanted to be given 
specific details on how Asso- 
ciated Engineers would han- 
dle the drainage problem. 

Mr. Maxwell said that 
water would be released into 
the canal at a rate equivalent 
to agricultural run-off - this 
rate is in fact less than what 
the Department of the En- 
vironment requires. Storm 
sewer design would be based 
to handle what was termed 
the equivalent of a one in 10 
year storm and the total flow 
would be restricted to a one 
in five year storm. : 

Specifically a one in 10 
year storm is equivalent to 
3.25 inches of rain per hour 
over 20 minutes, a one in five 
year storm 2.6 inches of rain 
per hour over 20 minutes. 
Storm water retention ponds 
are also expected to be put 
into the canal area to control 
the rate of discharge and 
there will be a storm water 
pickup range from 150-540 
cubic feet per second along 


the length of the canal. The 
extra cost of deepening the 
canal will be picked up by the 
developer or Morinville. 

A spokesman for Qualico 
said that 138.6 acres of the 
proposed development would 
be accounted for by roads 
and buffer strips, two school 
locations had been provided 
for along with a church site. 
Parks and toplots would take 
up to SO acres of the 
subdivision. A pleasant fea- 
ture of the canal - the subject 
of the drainage problem - 
would include a 14% acre 
park and walkways to the 
canal area as well as shrub- 
beries and potential enjoy- 
ment therefore for Morinville 
residents. Costs of lots in the 
subdivision were put at 
$10-$12,000, $5,000 cheaper 
than a quoted St. Albert 
figure. Two acres of the 
development would be set 
aside as single family dwell- 
ings. 

Commenting on the antici- 
pated growth of Morinville 
Mayor Stapleton said that 
with that type of labour 
market ‘‘this might enhance 
your situation”’ - referring to 
the MD - ‘‘re the industrial 
park.”’ 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
commended Mayor Stapleton 
for *‘taking the bull by the 
horns.”’ After the delegation 
left the development meet- 
ing, the MD decided to 
reserve its comments on the 
proposal to the LAB till they 
met Feb. 18 with the 
Department of the Environ- 
ment, MLA Ernie Jamison, 
Mayor Stapleton and the 
Bridges Branch.

Bills presently in Comm- 
ittee include:- 

Combines Investigation 
Act Amendment - The Bill 
seeks to forbid certain ‘‘res- 
trictive trade practices’’ such 
as refusal to deal, consign- 
ment selling, exclusive deal- 
ing, tied selling, market 
restriction, bid-rigging, mis- 
leading advertising, double 
ticketing, etc. A Restrictive 
Trade Practices Commission 
is created and empowered to 
make inquiries, hold hear- 
ings, issue orders and give 
punishments of either fines 
or imprisonment to offen- 
ders. 

Prairie Grain Advance 
Payments Act ~ This legis- 
lation will amend the Prairie 
Grain Advance Payments Act 
to increase the maximum 
amount that may be paid to a 
producer as advance pay- 
ments. 

Two Price Wheat Act - 
This Bill establishes a two 
price system for certain 
grades of wheat produced 
and sold for human con- 
sumption. 

The bills passed during the 
last Parliamentary session 
were of relatively little con- 
sequence as compared to 
those left on the Order 
Paper. For example, legisla- 
tion to establish a national 
petroleum company, the 
Petroleum Administration 
act, the Agricultural Pro- 
ducts Co-operative Market- 
ing Act (this would give the 
government the authority to 
fix an initial payment for 
products to which the Act 
applies that is based on an 
estimate of wholesale market 
prices and marketing costs), 
An Act to amend the Farm 
Credit Act, the Western 
Grain Stabilization Act, An 
Act to amend the National 
Housing Act and many 
others were never fully dealt 
with and passed by the 
House of Commons in the 
last session, even though 
they were an integral part of 
the present Government's 
election campaign promises. 

Let us hope that during 
1975 the Government can 
deal effectively with pro- 
blems that have faced 
Canada for the past few 
years - lack of a national 
transportation policy, lack of 
adequate and reasonable 
priced housing and land, 
high unemployment and 
higher inflation.

Phoebe Bibaud 


passes at $5 years 


A pioneer woman who 
spent nearly her entire life in 
this district passed away 
January 8 at the age of 8S. 
Phoebe Annie Bibaud was 
but five years old when she 
came to this country from 
Minnesota with her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. P. Belair, her 
paternal grandparents and 
other members of the family, 
in 1894. 

Funeral services were 
conducted by the Rev. D. 
Stein at Lamoureux Church 
at 11 a.m., January 11, with 
interment in the church 
cemetery, where her par- 
ents, grandparents, two bro- 
thers, Edward and Pet, 
sisters Sophie and Tressy 
and other relatives are bur- 
ied, and where it was her 
wish to be placed. 

On arrival in this district 
Phoebe’s family located one 
and a half miles south of 
Gibbons in a log house 
owned by Mr. Lamoureux, 
who let them stay there while 
they built their own place. 
Grief struck in the spring 
when the oldest son, Edward 
caught a heavy cold while 
plowing with the walking 
plow, which turned to pneu- 
monia causing his death at 
an early age. 

Later they moved six miles 
southeast of Gibbons where 
the men had built a good 
sized house, with hand hewn 
logs which they had sawed 
into lumber, building the 
house themselves, as both 
father and son were handy 
carpenters. 

In a few years tragedy 
struck again. The grand- 
mother went two miles toa 
neighbor to get some butter, 
walking through heavy tim- 
ber. She wore a heavy shawl 
over her head and shoulders 
as was the custom in those 
days. Coming back a heavy 
snowstorm came up and she 
lost her way. When she did 
not arrive search parties 
went out, but the heavy snow 
made it difficult and she was 
not found though many 
attempts were made by the 
family, deeply sorrowing but 
unsuccessful. In the spring a 
hunter came upon the body 
and notified the Fort Saskat- 
chewan police. She was 
identified, especially by the 
shawl and services were held 


at Lamoureux Catholic Chur- 


ch, with interment in the 
church cemetery which today 
holds so many of our long 
time, unforgetable pioneer 
friends. 


Walking was the chief 


means of getting about in 
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those days and the father 
thought nothing of carrying a 
100 pound bag of flour on his 
back from Fort Saskatchewan 
to his home. Gold mining 
along the Saskatchewan Riv- 
er was the main source of 
income for many families, 
which left to women folk to 
do most of the chores and 
some of the farming. 

Getting their schooling 
was also a hardship for 
children who walked through 
heavy woods with coyotes 
howling and bob cats crying 
in the trees, a frightening 
experience for small children 
In winter months with deep 
snow, through early dark- 
ness they often came home 
soaking wet with damp new 
snow. What school was 
gotten the hard way, and the 
nearest school was the 
Cruzot school. Sometimes for 
the sake of health and safety 
school had to be missed. 

As Phoebe grew up her 
hands were handy in many 
ways. Sewing became an art 
with her and in the poor 
times she could make over a 
garment to look as if it came 
from a_ store. Many 
beautiful bouquet was fash- 
ioned and then waxed for any 
occasion desired by her 
friends. Many of these are 
still on display in some of the 
older district homes and 
cherished, such as bridal 
bouquets and table de- 
corations. Today arts and 
crafts are taught in classes 
but it was an instinct with 
Mrs. Bibaud. 

She was born July 4, 1889 
and when she grew up 
married Lewis Bibaud, also 
from a pioneer family who 
came from Minnesota, and 
they raised four children: 
Agnes (Mrs. John) Bene- 
dictson, Ovide and Maxi- 
mum, all of Edmonton and 
James of Ardrossan who 
survives her, along with 19 
grandchildren and seven 
great grandchildren. Her 
husband predeceased her a 
few years ago. 

There were five sisters in 
Phoebe's family all of whom 
predeceased her: Adeline 
Moisian, Ivy Lucy Lajeun- 
esse who died Dec. 17, 1972 
at 86 years; Tressy Goddard 
who died Jan. 12, 1973 at 87; 
Rose Mary Michaud who 
died May 8, 1973 at 79. 

Phoebe Bibaud was a 
steadfast friend and neigh- 
bor for many years to the 
people in her district, coming 
to the fory ‘ront in times of 
hardship, and her courage 
and love will be remembered 
by her friends.

Mayor Loblick 
expresses hope for 


Gibbons’s growth 


‘Gibbons has good poten- 
tial as a site for light industry 
as soon as we develop a 
labour market.”’ 

That was one of the 
comments Mayor ‘‘Snip"’ 
Loblick gave about the pros- 
pects for the village of 
Gibbons this week. He ex- 
pressed disappointment th- 
ough at a recent Local Auth- 
orities Board decision reject- 
ing the village's proposed 
money bylaw which would 
get the community water 
standards to a level set out 
by the Department of the 
Environment, Without an 
acceptable level in the 
quality of the village's water, 
the mayor feels there will 
always be that obstacle to 
growth, He said Gibbons 
would have to revaluate its 
application and submit it 
again. Ideally, the village 
hopes to get a $1.3 million 
water treatment plant and 
water line to putitona par 
with other communities, The 
present population of Gibb- 
ons is 760, 


Mayor Loblick said it 
would ‘double in a year if we 
get this water thing cleared 
up.” He also pointed out that 
there was ample room for 
development in Gibbons 
nearby the railroad tracks if 
the anticipated growth took 
place. 

He said there was not as 
yet any movement into the 
village but for those who 
came he pointed out that for 
its size Gibbons had good 
recreational facilities. He 
said hopefully the village was 
looking at a new curling rink 
and a $100,000 addition to 
the arena. The village also 
offers sports like badminton 
and basketball and the 
Gibbons school is to have an 
addition in the near future, 
In the summer tennis en- 
thusiasts as well as the 
Recreation Board have pro- 
posed a tennis court, But 
Mayor Loblick added that if 
you wanted to go swimming, 
Fort Saskatchewan, Redwat- 
er and Namao offered these 
facilities.
